Fishermen no longer want to get tied up with 
"dominant preferences", or "sea llon'a shares", or 
even "fishing plans’* — and all the other jargon that 
means we are not going to get a wide exclusive limit.

Detecting 

poachers 

at night 

ONE method of detecting 
vessels which poach close 
inshore at night la to 
use a fast inflatable, 
transported to the scene 
of action by Land Rover. 

The latter can be driven 
over beaches to the water’s 
edge and the inflatable can be 
launched and driven to the 
close vicinity of the offender 
in far less time than it would 
normally take a patrol vessel 
to reach it. 

Whether it is customary to 
equip vehicles used to 
transport rubber boats with 
aearchllghta I do not know. 
Perhaps not, for a searchlight 
L '^jeate the presence 
of "shery protection officers 
and there is now a device 
avnilahlo which would enable 
thorn to observe what a 
poacher was about without 
nisclosmg their presence. 

It is known as the BIS 
Night Scope, a device which 
does not emit any form of 
li^htyet gives clear night vi- 
sioii by ainpliiying available 
light by at least 60,000 Urnes. 

It IS a large monocular 
weighing 2.86 kg and 460 mm 
in over-all lengOi powered by 
a battery with a life of 80-100 
hours. BIS Night Scope ia 
controlled by an On/Off 
switch and a Focus knob.

A KENT fiaherman has called for 
a ban on removing clawa flrom 
live crabs. 

After years of Inshore trawl- 
ing, Bert Reed, chairman of the 
Folkestone and Hythe 
Fishermen’s Aaaooiatlon, has 
switched to crabbing and ia far 
from happy about some attitudes 
to crab oonaervatlon. 

He is particularly disturbed over the 
practice of removing clawa from live 
crabs when they are too soft or watery 
for the market. Unlike crabs which 
have ‘shot’ their claws as an escape 
reaction, these mutilated animals do 
not grow new claws, but quickly bleed 
to death, so that they cannot be caught 
later when in prime condition. 

The^ clawa which are removed at 
such times are usually watery in any 
event, and do the market little credit, 
he claims. 

This practice has been reported 
from other areas, notably when the 
market is over-supplied and only the

STORNOWAY'S 
BIG LINER 
JOINS FLEET 


WHEN the 114 ft. fiahing 
vessel Anni Elisabeth 
arrived at her home port 
of Stornoway she created 
three new records — she 
became the largest boat 
in the Stornoway fishing 
fleet, the first auto line 
vessel in the UK and also 
the first auto line vessel 
capable of trawling. She 
commenced trials on 
Monday. 

The new veaael, partly 
financed by the HignlanA 
and Islands Development 
Board, will play on important 
part m the new £l.7m. fishery 
development at Breasclete on 
the west coast of Lewis. 

She is owned by W. J. 
MacLeod (Fishing) Ltd. 
which has been formed with a 
capital of £136,000 and will 
have fishing marketing and 
processing interests. In addi- 
tion the shore company of the 
firm (W. J. MacLeod, 
Merchants Ltd.) has also 


become a UK representative 
for the Norwegian Mustad 
Auto Line system, able to 
carry out maintenance and 
repairs. 

Mr. MacLeod spent ten 
days trainiiu in the Mustad 
Factory in Govick, Norway. 

The three-year-old Danish 
vessel was converted for Auto 
Line fishing in Bsberg in a 
record time of four weeks. 
The crew spent six weeks 
training off uie west coast of 
Ireland, Rockall, the Faroes 
and the Shetlanos. 

She will normally have a 
regular crew of eight plus two 
trainees. This week she starts 
trials in the Minch when two 
Norwegian skippers will join 
the vessel as well as represen- 
tatives of Mustad.

IN LOOKING towards 
a Common Fisheries 
Policy the flrst issue is 
the question of 
ownership of the 
resource. 

The basic Treaty of 
Rome quite clearly spells 
out that “the Commuulty 
will not own the natural 
aseets of any of the 
member states.’* and 
there is no way that 
Dutch gas, Italian olives. 
German coal. French 
uranium. French 
vineyards or indeed any 
of the other various 
natural assets of the 
member states could 


ever be exposed to com- 
mon ownership or ex- 
ploitation. 

The Community is 
clearly a "Common 
Market" not “Common 
Resources." 

The Community’s move- 
ment to 200-mile limits was 
achieved by each member 
state adopting its own 200- 
mile economic zone and 
ciaiming its own sovereign 
waters: and therefore the 
natural resources to be found 
in each of the sovereign zones 
must belong to the individual 
member states. 

However, at the time of tho 
opening of nemtiationa for 
the entry of the UK, Den- 


mark, Ireland and 
Norway to the 
Community which, of course, 
was at a time when the world 
norm for fishin^^ limits was 
12-miles, the orinnal Six con- 
trived to make nsh an excep- 
tion to the Community 
resources principle by claim- 
ing not, of course, common 
ownership of the stocks, but a 
princijpie of equal access to 
their exploitation. 

In the event, they 
successfully scared off 
Norway and for those who 
joined, the total injustice of 
the attempted exceptional 
treatment of the Hah resource 
has inevitably produced an 
area of increasing aggravation 


which has emerged into 
probably the most pressing 
single issue to threaten the 
unity of the Community in 
the laet two years. 

As the only possiblo 
mitigating circumatance of 
the indisputable inconaieten- 
cy in this treatment of the fieh 
resource, the Commission 
have attempted to argue that 
the ownership of fish cannot 
be attributed to any one coun- 
try because fish migrate.

I AFTER ONE of the beat 
seasons on record In re- 
I oent years the sandeeling 
season has finally ended 
at Grimsby. 

I The port B last six remain* 
ing multi-purpose vessels, 
Somantba, Tino, Oienda, 

I Eden, Locheam and Searcher 
each landed their lest trips at 
the beginning of the month 
. end were the last survivors of 
the fleet of vessels which 
began induatrial fishing for 
sprats way back in last 
November. 

This year there was no long 
break between the end of the 
winter apratting and the start 
of the esndeenng. Only the 
above veseels kept at the 
sprats to the bitter end and 
were able to move straight 
onto the sandeels in April. 

The end of sandeeling from 
Grimsby also coincides with a 
virtual shutdown with the 
Danish fleets of industrial 
fishing vessels. There the 
main meal plants, where the 
flsh ere reduced, are closing- 
for at least a month, and only 
the large factory vessels with 
their own processing units 
will be able to carry on.

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conservation measures which 
the UK, sees as being ab- 
Bolutely essential to try and 
ensure the rejuvenation of 
what is one of the richest 
fishing grounds in the world 
— the North Sea. 

The cavalier approach to 
conservation by the Com- 
munity has been underlined 
by the measures that the 
British Government was forc- 
ed CO take last week. Unfor- 
tunately, this conservation 
package lacked one vital in- 
gredient ~ a limitation on 
vesaela carrying more than 
one net. 

This refers to the issue of 
fishing vessels carrying both 
human consumption gear and 
very small mesh industrial 
fishing gear on the same 
voyage. 

ror many yeara a large 
number of these yessels have 
fished using solely Uie com- 
mercial fishing nets, i.e. with 
16 mm mesh, to catch all the 
fish available in an area being 
trawled. The induetriai 
species and under-sized 
human consumption fish are 
then paced in one fishroom 
and the above-sized human 
consumption species caught 
in the industriel net are plac- 
ed in the other. 

The 10 per cent by-catch 
rule is only applied to the 
' under-sized fisn included in 
; the industrial species 
\ fishroom because the 
catching vessel inevitably 
~ claims that the above-sized 
human consumption speciei 
in the other nah-hola has 
been caught by the conven- 
tional net (which, of course, 
has not been usecl at all). 

The Commission very 
clenrty recognise Uiis major 
loop-hole, but again 
presumably bowing to 
political pressure, are only 
attempting to solve this 
problem by introducing a 
complex loR-book recording 
system which will no way pre- 
vent the practice, but merely 
require the cheating skipper 
to (lovelop some skills at 
falsifying the forms he has to 
complete. 

The only and extremely 
simple method of preventing 
this practice is to insist that 
vessels that have any in- 
dustrial fish on board can 
only have a 10 per cent by- 
catch of human consumption 
species (above or belovir the

the UK does not wish to pre- 
vent the successful exploita- 
tion of commercial fishing In 
areas where clean catches uf 
industrial species can be 
achieved. However, the UK 
and we know some other 
member states, will simply 
not countenance the con- 
tinuing wide-spread cheating 
that has taken place in the 
past with this major loop-hole 
in the use of small mesh in- 
dustrial nets. Failure to close 
this door now will make ab- 
solute nonsense of the essen- 
tial proposals to increase the 
human consumption mesh 
size. 

Other essential conserva- 
tion steps are the control of 
fishing m nursery areas and 
strict control on super- 
efficient methods of fishins^ — 
in particular purse seimng 
and beam-trawling — which 
can in certain circumstances 
damage excessive amounts of 
small fish and are capable of 
sweeping large areas of sea 
clean. 

It ie also necessary that 
mesh sixes in general in 
Region 2, and in particular 
the North Sea and west coaat 
of Scotland, are increased 
over a period of time. The- 
Commission clearly recognise 
tide, but again fa showing 
dangerous signs of bowing to 
political pressure. 

Clearly, if the Community 
has any serious intent of 
working to restricted quotas, 
an increase in the mesh size is 
by far the most effective con- 
servation and economic 
means to achieve this. 

The UK industry might 
have been more amenable to 
reconsider at least part of its 
basic thinking on CFP 
renegotiation if there had 
been any sign at all in tiie last 
two years of any real will to 
conserve among our partners. 

Mr. Gundelach, on his visit 
to Aberdeen in June 1677, 
accepted that the Com- 
mission's whole case was 
dependent on its ability to 
run a truly effective conserva- 
tion regime and if this failed, 
he admitted to would be per- 
suaded that large exclueivelyf 
controlled coastal state zones 
were tlie only possible alter- 
native.

CONTROL 

The Commission's ap- 
proach towards control of 
catching effort — an essential 
ingredient in any successful 
conservation policy — also 
gives cause for very con- 
siderably concern. 

The importance of strict ef- 
fort control has now been 
recognised worldwide and 
comprehensive and rigidly 
enforced fishina plans incor- 


porating all eating by effort 
control have been incor- 
porated into almost every 
other imporant international 
fishing /egime. 

These fishing plans re- 
quire to show for each p.lasa of 
vessel the maximum number 
of vesaela on the grounds at 


any one time, the estimated 
total number of days on the 
grounds, the catch per day, 
and the estimated total catCD 
of each of the quota apeciei. 
There is additionally an en- 
forceable reporting in and out 
procedure as well as reporU 
of moving from one zone to 
another. 

For some completely inex- 
plicable reason tne Commis- 
sion, in its latest control docu- 
ment, relies only on quota 
reporting, a system of 
licences, supervision of lan- 
dings and inspection of 
fishing. 

The really essential m* 
gredient of effort control 
uttle mention with only the 
vague suggestion that effort 
control may be introduced in 
certain sensitive areas. Thiea 
totally inadequate and we can 
only assume that the Com' 
mission's lack of insistence on 
what should be a basic 
feature of their regime ii 
another ominous sign of reac- ' 
tion to political pressure

owners for iall-back payi or a 
minimum wage when there 
was no work of a guaranteed 
figure made up of unemploy- 
ment pay plus money from 
the owners.- 

The union also called for a 
reaerve remater of fiBhermen 
who coulcf be called upon as 
required and is calling for 
redundancy pay, possibly of 
around £3,(XJ0, to each man 
forced out of the induatry. It 
auggesta the Government, the 
SEC and the trawler owners 
share the financial respon- 
sibility for these payments. 

It is understood the trawler 
owners argued that many 
fishermen did not want 
regular employment and it 
WDB the casual nature of 
trawling which appealed to 
them. 

They suuested a national 
ballot of all fishermen who 
have completed more than 
240 sea days over each of the 
)>ast three yeare would prove 
this, but if the men voted in 
favour of decasualisation 
then only those in favour of 
this move should be placed on 
a renster and the remainder 
should be allowed to continue 
as at present. 

With neither side willing to 
budn the meeting broke-up 
in deadlock, but after the 
meeting the National 
Fisheries Officer for the 
TGWU, David Cairns, said 
ho believed the trawler 
owners had no wish to bring 
about decasualisation. 

“They have given us four 
points which are non* 
negotiable and are so 
abhorrent to us as to be un> 
workable". Mr. Cairns 
added: “We must use the only 
methods open to us if we're 
talking to people who have no 
wish to arrive at a deal and 
who are being so obnoxious to 
US that it isn^t true. 

“What's the use of going to 
negotiations when you know 
that one side is placing con- 
ditions on you which they, 
themselves, know you can 
never accept." 

The union recommen- 
dations on regular employ- 
ment for trawlermen are to be 
submitted to the Employ- 
ment Secretary, Albert 
&oth, who it is hoped will 
iniplement a statutory 
scheme.
